I>ebanon has ask ea tne 
u nu eu 
Nations Secu rity Cou ncil to tak e 
“appropriate and efficient means” to 
stop Israeli raids across the border, 
argu ing that condemnation wou ld not 
be enou gh. 
The cou ncil debated Monday for 2*6 
hou rs on I^ebanon’s complaint abou t 
an Israeli raid Friday night on six 
I>ebanese v illages. 
Israel was retaliating for the attack 
by three Arab gu errillas the day before 
on the town of Qiry at Shmonah in 
which 18 Israelis and the three Arabs 
were k illed. 
Foreign Minister Fou ad Naffa of 
l>ebanon told the 15 -member cou ncil 
Israel wou ld react with “indifference 
and contempt” to a condemnation. 


Egy ptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy accu sed Israel of endangering 
the fragile Middle East tru ce by its 
actions in I^ebanon and on the Sy rian 
front. 


“Israel mu st choose between war 
and peace,” he said. 
Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tek oah 
replied that i/ebanon mu st “prev ent 
the u se of its territory for attack s 
against Israel.” 


“If the I>ebanese gov ernment per­ 
mits Iiebanon to become a lawless 
gangland, it is obv iou s that its neigh­ 
bors will treat it as a gangland,” he 
declared. 
A spok esman for the United States, 
Israel’s traditional ally , told newsmen 
that any condemnation of Israel mu st 


be balanced by a condemnation of 
Palestinian terrorism. 
Meanwhile, Israeli and Sy rian forces 
on the Golan Heights, after close 
combat and Israeli air attack s Su nday , 
retu rned to the artillery ex changes 
that hav e characterized most of the 
fighting there in the past month. 


Both the Israeli and Sy rian defense 
ministers v isited their troops at the 
front Monday . While the Israeli 
minister, Moshe Day an, was on Mt. 
Hermon, Sy rian shells hit the area, bu t 
Day an was u nhu rt, the Israeli com­ 
mand said. Two Israeli soldiers were 
wou nded. 


Radio Damascu s said Sy ria’s 
defense minister, Mu stafa Tlas, also 
made a qu ick trip to Mt. Hermon and 


inspected the forward command 
headqu arters of Sy rian forces there. 
In Jeru salem, Israeli President 
Ephraim Katzir’s office said he has 
granted the I^abor party more time to 
name a new premier to replace Golda 
Meir, who resigned last week and is 
now heading a caretak er gov ernment. 


The statement said Katzir ask ed the 
cou ntry ’s biggest party to name its 
candidate “as soon as possible.” Some 
sou rces said the president had giv en 
the Iaborites u ntil April 24 , while other 
reports said his deadline was April 28.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Cost of 
Liv ing Cou ncil is seek ing to reassu re 
consu mers that food bills will not rise 
sharply in the months ahead as a resu lt 
of the end of economic controls from 
retail and wholesale food. 
The cou ncil lifted price and wage 
controls from both the retail and 
wholesale food indu stries Monday , two 
week s earlier than it had to. All of the 
administration’s waning price controls 
program is schedu led to ex pire on 
April 30. 
Bu t the cou ncil said that while some 
stores might increase prices, the 
decontrol wou ld not hav e any ov er-all 
adv erse impact on food prices du ring 
the remainder of the y ear. 
Actu ally , many consu mers might 
hope for lower prices on the food shelf, 
since the cost of many agricu ltu ral 
produ cts has been declining at the

Bu t a decline in food prices at the 
retail lev el is not in the work s either, 
cou ncil officials say . 
Kenneth Fedor, head of the cou ncil’s 
food div ision, said retail prices 
probably will remain abou t the same 
as food stores seek to recov er some of 
the profits lost in earlier months when 
farm prices were rising sharply . 
Althou gh food prices rose 20 per cent 
last y ear and strained many a family 
food bu dget to the break ing point, the 
cou ncil said the retail food indu stry 
was not responsible. It said the in­ 
du stry generally complied v ery well 
with the administration’s price control 
programs of the past 2 * 6 y ears and 
that profitability of food retailers only 
began to recov er last y ear after a 
general decline from 1969 throu gh 1972. 
The cou ncil said of the $18 billion 
increase in consu mer food ex ­ 
penditu res last y ear, $12 billion went 
directly to pay for rising farm prices, 
$5.9 billion for higher costs of su ch 
items as transportation, wages and 
tax es, with only $100 million of the 
increase going to the food indu stry . 
Still su bject to the administration’s 
price control is mu ch of the food 
manu factu ring indu stry , inclu ding 
bak eries, the dairy indu stry , the cereal 
indu stry and processors of frozen 
foods. The canning indu stry was 
decontrolled prev iou sly . 
Only a few major indu stries remain 
su bject to controls with only two week s 
to go in the controls program. 
The decontrol of the retail and 
wholesale food indu stry freed from 
wage controls abou t 2.5 million em­ 
ploy es in the food indu stry .

Heavy Battle 


Hits Vietnam 


SAIGON, Sou th Vietnam (AP) — 
North and Sou th Vietnamese forces 
battled for six hou rs in the Central 
Highlands sou th of Pleik u and more 
than 250 casu alties were cou nted, the 
Saigon command annou nced today . 
The Sou th Vietnamese gov ernment 
also annou nced it is su spending its 
participation in political talk s with the 
Viet Cong in Paris becau se of in­ 
creased 
Commu nist 
cease-fire 
v iolations. The talk s to set u p a Cou ncil 
of National Reconciliation and Con­ 
cord and to arrange for national 
elections hav e been going on since 
March 19, 1973, bu t hav e made no 
progress. 
Lt. Col. Le Tru ng Hien, chief 
spok esman for the command, claimed 
182 North Vietnamese were k illed in 
the battle Monday , many of them by 
air and artillery strik es. 
Gov ernment losses inclu ded 21 
troops k illed, Hien said. 
He said the battle dev eloped after 
North Vietnamese forces shelled and 
attack ed a gov ernment ranger bat­ 
talion of abou t 400 troops. 
The battle took place to the north of 
Plei Me camp, which was manned by 
American forces in the 1960s bu t is now 
u nder gov ernment control. 
A barrage of 60 rock ets also hit a 
gov ernment base camp nine miles 
sou th of Pleik u , k illing 12 persons, the 
Sou th Vietnamese command said. 
Farther sou th in the Highlands, 21 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong were 
k illed in a battle near Dak Song, 120 
miles north of Saigon, the command 
said.

The SLA claims it k idnaped Miss 
Hearst on Feb. 4. 
Miss Hearst was identified from 
photographs tak en by hidden cameras 
du ring the robbery . Pictu res showed 
her with a U.S. Army carbine slu ng 
ov er her shou lder. A U.S. attorney 
recommended bail at $500,000 each for 
her and the three other women if they 
are cau ght. 
The FBI said the bandits took 
$10,960. Two cars in which the robbers 
fled were recov ered nine block s away , 
bu t a search of a 20-block area by the 
FBI and police failed to tu rn u p fu rther 
clu es. 
The material witness warrant was 
issu ed for Miss Hearst in the absence 
of specific ev idence indicating she 
participated in the hold-u p “of her own 
free will” and becau se she may hav e 
“ been acting u nder du ress and 
coercion,” FBI Special Agent Charles 
W. Bates said. 
He told reporters, “We are not ru ling 
ou t the possibility that she was a 
willing participant. On the other hand, 
there is ev idence she was not.” 
Bates said a photo showing her with 
a gu n also showed that “there was a 
gu n held by another person on her.” 
U.S. Atty . James L. Browning Jr. 
said, “If she was inv olv ed and in­ 
v estigation shows that, we’re going to 
charge her as a bank robber. It is clear 
from the photographs she may hav e 
been acting u nder du ress.” 
It was the first word of Miss Hearst 
since an April 3 taped message from 
the SLA in which she scorned her 
parents and said she had decided to 
“stay and fight” with her abdu ctors. 
Randolph A. Hearst, president and 
editor of the San Francisco Ex aminer, 
was in La Paz, Mex ico, with his wife 
and two of his fiv e dau ghters and cou ld 
(AAFFITr 
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not be reached for comment on 
Monday ’s bank heist and Patricia’s 
part in it. 
The three others being sou ght were 
identified by the FBI as Nancy ling 
Perry , said to be the writer of a 
lengthy commu niqu e ex plaining SLA 
philosophy and goals; Michelle Solty - 
sik , also k nown as “Mizmoon,” earlier 
identified as an SLA leader; and 
Camilla Christine Hall. 
“They told people to lie on the floor 
and then they went to the tellers’ cages 
and took the money ....They were in 
and ou t within two minu tes,” said 
secu rity officer Vincent Greely . 
Greely and other witnesses said the 
grou p mov ed with military precision 
and commu nicated with hand signals. 
“They came in and said, ‘This is a 
stick u p’ and said they were members 
of the SLA,” San Francisco Police 
Inspector Mortimer Mclnemy said. 


He said one witness reported hearing 
one of the robbers mention “Tania,” 
the name Miss Hearst said in a tape 
she had assu med as a rev olu tionary . 
As they 
fled the 
bank , semi­ 
au tomatic weapons were fired at least 
fou r or fiv e times, seriou sly wou nding 
Peter Mark off, 59, and Eu gene 
Brannan, 7 0, the FBI said. Mark off 
and Brannan were reported in satis­ 
factory condition at San Francisco 
General Hospital. 
Miss Hearst, a 20-y ear-old coed at 
the Univ ersity of California, was 
dragged screaming and half-nu de on 
Feb. 4 from the Berk eley apartment 
she shared with her fiance, Stev en 
Weed, a gradu ate stu dent at the 
u niv ersity . 
The abdu ctors threw her into the 
tru nk of a car and drov e off after 
beating Weed and firing shots at other 
witnesses.

Major candidates for statewide 
office in the May primary made in­ 
come tax day 1974 the day to disclose 
their past financial histories. 
Gov . John J. Gilligan, a candidate 
for re-election; U.S. Sen. Howard 
Metzenbau m, D-Ohio, and John Glenn, 
candidates 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination for U.S. Senate, u nv eiled 
their 1973 incomes Monday . 
In other political news, Rep. Charles 
Fry , R-7 5 Springfield, a candidate for 
the 
Repu blican 
nomination 
for 
gov ernor, proposed a pu blic school 
financing plan modeled after a 
Michigan sy stem. 7 
James Nolan, an opponent of 
Gilligan 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination, u rged the gov ernor to 
retu rn a “whopping su rplu s” collected 
from income tax es, u nu sed parochial 
aid fu nds and interest on u nspent fu nds 
to the people. 
Nolan estimated the state has a $326 
million su rplu s in its treasu ry in the 
first nine months of fiscal 1974. Nolan 
recommended the fu nds be channeled 
to schools to av oid additional school 
tax lev ies. 
Fry , who is ru nning against former 
Gov . James Rhodes and Colu mbiana 
Cou nty Engineer Bert Dawson Jr., 
said the Michigan plan prov ides that 
the state add enou gh money to each 


mill of a school district’s property tax 
to assu re $40 per mill for each pu pil, a 
statewide minimu m. 
Fry said Ohio’s cu rrent sy stem, 
initiated in 1935, is too complex for 
legislators, school officials and the 
pu blic to u nderstand. 
Gilligan said he and his wife earned 
$45,875 last y ear and paid federal in­ 
come tax es of $11,501. Metzenbau m 
disclosed that he and his wife paid 
federal tax es of $50,4 22 on a tax able 
income of $37 2,194 . Glenn said he paid 
$29,074 tax es on earnings of $119,275 for 
him and his wife. 
“I hav e stated repeatedly that fiv e 
y ears ago I wou ld hav e considered a 
requ est to mak e pu blic my personal 
financial records an inv asion of my 
priv acy ,” Gilligan said in a statement. 
“Bu t in light of the scandals at all 
lev els of gov ernment in recent 
y ears . . . I now feel that the inv asion 
of priv acy is warranted if the people of 
the state and this nation are to regain 
their faith in their elected and ap­ 
pointed leaders,” he said. 
Glenn renewed his attack s on 
Metzenbau m for withholding his in­ 
come tax retu rns for earlier y ears. 
Glenn made a lengthy disclosu re of his 
own tax retu rns earlier this y ear. 
Metzenbau m contends he has rev ealed 
more of his finances than any other 
U.S. senator. 
Ni xon Acti ons Uni te Opposi ti on 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Hou se 
Ju diciary Committee resu mes its 
impeachment inqu iry nex t week with 
its 
Democratic 
majority 
and 
Repu blican minority more u nited than 
ev er, thank s largely to the White 
Hou se. 
Alway s in danger of being u n­ 
dermined by party -line squ abbling, the 
panel gained new u nity in the resent­ 
ment shared by most of its members 
ov er White Hou se handling of the re­ 
qu est for tape recordings of 42 
presidential conv ersations. 
“There is a loy alty to the Hou se as 
well as a loy alty to the party ,” say s 
Rep. Hamilton Fish, R-N.Y. “Bu t the 
administration doesn’t seem to u nder­ 
stand that.” 
Another factor in the cu rrent 
bipartisan spirit within the committee 
has been the work of Chairman Peter 
W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., whose handling 
of impeachment inqu iry dispu tes has 
won praise from members of both 
parties. 
Both u nify ing influ ences were at 
work last Thu rsday when the com­ 
mittee v oted 33-3 to su bpoena the tapes 
after waiting in v ai» i since Feb. 25 for 


the White Hou se to deliv er them. 
Althou gh angry enou gh to su pport a 
su bpoena v ote, most Repu blican 
members fav ored one calling for only 
partial deliv ery of the 42 tapes when 
the meeting began. They were thrown 
into confu sion when White Hou se 
lawy er James St. Clair, hoping to 
av oid a su bpoena, telephoned an offer 
to deliv er some tapes, bu t not all. 
After u rging su pport for St. Clair’s 
offer, the Repu blicans learned to their 
embarrassment he wou ld not pu t it in 
writing and they dropped it. 
Rodino’s willingness to compromise 
also has healed the most seriou s 
breach y et threatened in the com­ 
mittee, on the role of St. Clair, as 
Nix on’s cou nsel, in the inqu iry . 


With that attitu de, he has opposed 
the idea pu t forward by the White 
Hou se and the committee Repu blicans 
that St. Clair shou ld hav e a right to 
participate fu lly in the committee’s 
activ ities, calling his own witnesses, 
presenting his own ev idence, and 
cross-ex amining other witnesses. 
The zeal with which the Repu blicans 
hav e su pported the idea is only partly 


based on their desire to see that Nix on 
is treated fairly . 
It also stems from disappointment 
among many of them in Albert Jenner, 
chief minority cou nsel of the im­ 
peachment staff. They had ex pected 
him to reflect a Repu blican v iewpoint 
in the inv estigation bu t he has work ed 
closely with Doar and joined him in all 
major staff decisions. 
Uncertain how v igorou sly Jenner 
will challenge facts gathered by the 
staff that cou ld damage Nix on, the 
Repu blicans want St. Clair to do the 
job. 
Faced with determined Repu blican 
opposition and a split in his own par­ 
ty ’s rank s ov er the issu e, Rodino 
y ielded last week and agreed in 
principle to mu ch 
of what 
the 
Repu blicans are ask ing. The details 
will be work ed ou t after the committee 
retu rns nex t week . 
It is lik ely St. Clair’s role will be 
more 
restricted 
than 
some 
Repu blicans want, as Rodino tries to 
strik e a balance between the need to 
preserv e the constitu tional pu rity of 
the process as he sees it, and the need 
to assu re that Nix on is treated fairly

The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was up 10.56 at 854.35, and 
gainers outdistanced losers by about 
an 8-to-3 margin on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 
Brokers said the principal catalyst 
for the advance evidently was a 
prediction from New York’s First 
National City Bank that short term 
interest rates would go as low as 6 per 
cent by late summer. The rapid climb 
of money rates lately has put most 
banks’ prime lending rates at a record- 
tying 10 per cent. 
Florida Power was the Big Board’s 
most active stock, unchanged at 22% in 
trading that included a 177,500-share 
block at 22. 
At the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index was up .33 at 
9 3.82. 
The Amex volume leader was 
National Kinnay Corp., unchanged at 


7% .

Beginning May 1, new minimum 
wage laws inv o lv ing bo th salary in­ 
creases and ex tended co v erage will 
apply to o v er 56 millio n wo rkers in the 
co untry . 


The minimum wage changes are the 
pro duct o f three y ears o f debate in 
Co ngress, mo st o f it centering o n ho w 
much to increase the minimum wage, 
ho w lo ng it wo uld take to go into effect, 
who wo uld be co v ered by it and 
whether the y o uth differential wo uld 
be retained o r no t. A primary facto r in 
all o f these co nsideratio ns was the 
impact these changes wo uld hav e o n 
the eco no my and ho w best to deal with 
inflatio n in the pro cess. 


There is no questio n that inflatio n 
was a majo r reaso n fo r wanting to 
increase the minimum wage in the 
first place. The co st-o f-liv ing has 
jumped by leaps and bo unds since the 
last wage increase and tho se wo rkers 
under the minimum wage hav e been 
caught in an eco no mic v ise squeezing 
mo re and mo re real purchasing po wer 
o ut o f their do llars. 
As a result, the new law will raise the 
minimum wage to an ultimate figure 
o f $2.30 fo r all emplo y ees co v ered by it. 
The increases 
will 
take 
effect 
gradually with increments o n a y early 
basis. Specifically , mo st wo rkers 
salaries wo uld be raised to $2.00 an 
ho ur o n May 1st. This includes all 
no nagricultural wo rkers who were 
co v ered by the minimum wage act 
prio r to the 1966 amendments.

1st o f each o f the nex t three y ears, 
ultimately getting $2.30 per ho ur by 
J anuary 1, 197 8. 
The new law also makes so me 
changes in 
the emplo y ment o f 
students. Full-time students can be 
emplo y ed at wage rates less than tho se 
prescribed in the law in retail and 
serv ice establishments, agriculture, 
and institutio ns o f higher educatio n at 
which they are enro lled. The law 
stipulates that they may be emplo y ed 
at a wage rate o f no t less than 85 
percent o f the applicable minimum 
wage rate o r $1.6 0 per ho ur, whichev er 
is higher. A special certificate fro m 
the Department o f I^abo r wo uld be 
needed by the emplo y er to hire 
students in this manner, ho wev er, 
which wo uld ackno wledge the em­ 
plo y e’s intent to wo rk the students o n a 
part-time basis no t ex ceeding 20 ho urs 
in any wo rkweek ex cept during 
v acatio n perio ds. The emplo y er wo uld 
also hav e to sho w that hiring students 
at lo wer wages wo uld no t create 
“ substantial pro bability o f reducing 
the 
full-time 
emplo y ment 
o p­ 
po rtunities” fo r o ther wo rkers. The 
number o f student wo rkers allo wed in 
retail o r serv ice establishments wo uld 
be limited to the pro po rtio n applicable 
to the establishment in the preceding 
y ear, the max imum pro po rtio n to 
which the establishment was ev er 
entitled o r a pro po rtio n equal to 10 
percent o f its to tal 
wo rkfo rce, 
whichev er is greater. An emplo y er 
who hires fo ur students o r less at a 
subminimum wage, ho wev er, co uld do 
so witho ut fo llo wing the traditio nal 
precertificatio n 
pro cess 
and 
educatio nal institutio ns co uld also 
emplo y their o wn students witho ut 
hav ing to fo llo w this pro cedure. 
It has been eight y ears since the 
minimum wage has been increased 
and these new raises are a matter o f 
simple justice fo r the millio ns o f 
Americans co v ered by it. The changes 
are lo ng o v erdue but ho pefully no w 
they will bring the salaries o f these 
wo rkers to a mo re realistic eco no mic 
lev el. 


Alex du tifu lly h alted h is car at th e 
stop sign.

Th e co u rt said a 
“blind” co rner imp oses an ex tra du ty 
on mo to rists—regardless of stop signs 
or traffic signals—to p ro ceed with 
cau tion. 
Th e law does recognize, h owev er, 
th at cau tio n is a matter of degree. Fo r 
ex amp le: 
Ano ther man also entered an in­ 
tersectio n that he co uld no t see 
because o f shrubbery . But this time, 
the man edged fo rward at a snail’s 
pace, glancing in bo th directio ns. Ev en 
tho ugh he still go t in the way o f 
an 
o nco ming car and caused a co llisio n, 
a 
co urt ruled afterward that he co uld no t 
be held legally liable. 
“ The law do es no t require the im­ 
po ssible,” said the co urt. “ One canno t 
be held guilty o f negligence because he 
is unable to see thro ugh impenetrable 
o bjects o r to bend his v isio n aro und 
them.” 
What abo ut the respo nsibility fo r 
making the intersectio n blind in the 
first place? Unless a special statute so 
pro v ides, the lo cal go v ernment o r­ 
dinarily canno t be held liable fo r this 
kind o f hazard. 
Ho wev er, co urts hav e o ccasio nally 
placed the blame o n a priv ate pro perty 
o wner who has bro ught such an o b­ 
structio n into ex istence. Liability has 
been based o n the theo ry that the 
co nditio n o f his premises co uld 
fo reseeably cause so me luckless 
mo to rist, so me day , to get hurt.

resu rrection. Certain chu rches blessed 
eggs and they became a part of the 
litu rgy of the Easter serv ices.

MANSFIELD, Ohio (AP) - A 
hearing on a preliminary inju nction 
was sched u led tod ay to stop pick eting 
members of two u nions from block ing 
entry to the Ohio State Reformatory . 
Some 260 of the prison’s 450 em­ 
ploy es walk ed ou t Satu rd ay leav ing a 
sk eleton crew of 60 su perv isory and 
treatment work ers to hand le the 1,700 
inmates, state officials said .

Is it possible to hav e gall blad d er 
d isease withou t gall stones? I hav e ju st 
had X-ray s and no stones were seen. 
Mrs. H. M. B., Fla. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
The gall blad d er, lik e all other 
organs of the bod y , can become in­ 
fected and inflamed . 
In most instances this cond ition, 
k nown as cholecy stitis, is cau sed by 
the irritation of a small stone. When 
once the tiny tu bes lead ing to and from 
the gall blad d er are irritated , the 
lining becomes swollen and the 
passage of bile is interfered with. 
Pain is probably the most ou t­ 
stand ing sy mptom of this cond ition. 
The pain, normally located in the right 
u pper portion of the abd omen, may 
rad iate to the shou ld er and to the back . 
The sev ere pain may simu late a 
v ariety of cond itions which mu st all be 
ru led ou t before the gall blad d er can 
positiv ely be id entified as the cu lprit. 
Disease of the liv er, the stomach and 
ev en pneu monia and heart d isease 
may be confu sed with this d ifficu lt 
d iagnosis. 
X-ray stu d ies with d y es can show 
ev id ence of gall blad d er infection, 
ev en in the absence of stones.

Isn’t it the goal of bu siness to mak e 
money ? Ev ery last nick el it can earn 
within the law? Until the game ru les 
are changed it can be argu ed that to d o 
so is the responsibility of corporate 
officers to sharehold ers. 
Bu t off and on for the past few 
d ecad es the cou ntry has showed little 
faith in that philosphy . Du ring the past 
week end 
Commerce 
Secretary 
Fred erick Dent said : 
“If ev ery one ru shes to grab ev ery 
fast nick el, the inflation fires will be 
ignited anew and there will be a cer­ 
tain and v olatile reaction from 
Congress and the people.” 
Dent was referring to the remov al of 
Phase 4 price restraints April 30, bu t 
neither he nor any one else has 
d eclared what shou ld be the new crite­ 
rion of corporate performance. If not 
profits, what? 
One of the problems, it seems, is 
bigness itself. Another is shortages. 
Bigness has long been feared in the 
United States becau se of the d angers 
of monopoly . Bu t is it possible for 
small companies to compete in­ 
ternationally with the Eu ropean and 
Japanese giants? Unlik ely . 
Is it tair tor a company to profit from 
shortages? The old su pply -d emand law 
is that prices rise when d emand ex ­ 
ceed s su pply . Bu t can it apply in an 
age 
of 
perv asiv e 
and 
critical 
shortages? 
A cu riou s, shortage-related problem 
inv olv es the d ichotomy of thou ght that 
mu st be assu med by some corporate 
officers, su ch as in oil companies and 
u tilities, in telling cu stomers not to bu y 
their prod u ct. 
If it isn’t the d u ty of a company to 
sell as mu ch as it can and mak e as 
mu ch profit as it can, then what is its 
d u ty ? The need for an answer is 
pressing; forthcoming, it wou ld 
reliev e mu ch confu sion. 
Variou s bu sinessmen, gov ernment 
officials, acad emecians and others 
hav e probed this end lessly d eep 
q u estion, bu t a consensu s hasn’t y et 
been d ev eloped . What agreement 
there is appears to be this: 
A corporation’s d u ty is to mak e 
money for stock hold ers and work ers 
bu t only if in the process it can also be 
a good corporate citizen. 
The req u irement isn’t that it merely 
operate within the law, in regard to 
ecology and fair wages and work ing 
cond itions, bu t that it promote the good 
of the commu nity in way s that aren’t 


immed iately remu nerativ e. 
That is, the stru ctu re of the cor­ 
poration can be called u pon for more 
than profits and wages; it can also 
improv e health, solv e u rban problems, 
prov id e ed u cation, offer retirement 
secu rity .

Com plete Law Program 
Ju v e n ile Cases Include 10 Buck ey e M art Thefts 


Claude Kifer, A. W. Marion Park 
Ranger and Steven Flaek, Deercreek 
Reservoir Park Ranger, Friday, 
completed Ohio’s most extensive 
training program in law enforcement 
and state park operation offered to 
park employes. 
The eight-week training couse, 
conducted by the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources, “ marks the first 
time in Ohio history that rangers have 
been given thorough, professional 
instruction to prepare them for the 
demands of their jobs,” said Natural 
Resources Director William B. Nye. 


According to Nye, the program is a 
direct response to Governor John J. 
Gilligan’s mandate that state em- . 
ployes be provided the best possible 
training for the positions they fill. 
The rangers, all employes of DNR s 
division of parks and recreation, 
received 360 hours of both academic 
and physical training. 
The course work consisted of more 
than 
50 subjects, 
including com­ 
munications, enforcement techniques, 
juvenile problems, narcotics, search 
and 
rescue procedures, 
human 
relatons, public relations, self-defense 
and environmental education. 
“ The increasing number of people 


visiting our state parks has brought 
with it a corresponding increase in the 
number of problems that rangers 
encounter in the day-to-day operation 
of the parks,” Nye said. “ That is why it 
is imperative to set up a structured 
training 
program 
designed 
specifically for park rangers. 


The course was conducted at the 
I^ke Hope Environmental Resource 
Center in Zaleski State Forest. 
Two more training sessions are 
scheduled for the remainder of Ohio’s 
full-time park rangers, and the course 
will then be conducted annually to 
train new rangers. 
The program is being funded by a 
$59,000 federal grant allocated by the 
U.S. 
Justice Department’s Law 
E n f o r c e m e n t 
A s s i s t a n c e 
Administration plus $21,000 in state 
funds to pay salaries and provide 
equipment and supplies for a project 
director and four park district coor­ 
dinators. 
“ State funds for the training 
program were made possible by the 
state income tax,” Nye said. “ I think 
people will agree the money is well- 
spent. I know the rangers had an op­ 
portunity to put their training to good 
use during the last days of the training

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon plans to name John C, Sawhill as 
the next federal energy chief to suc­ 
ceed William E. Simon, sources say. 
Sawhill, 37, who has been deputy 
administrator of the Federal Energy 
Office since it was formed last 
December, will take over after Simon 
is named secretary of the Treasury, 
probably later this week. 
Simon, however, is expected to still 
keep his hand in energy policy, with 
Sawhill running day-to-day operations. 
Sawhill’s selection is somewhat of a 
surprise, especially because he con­ 
tradicted Nixon on the extent of the 
energy crisis after the President held a 
news conference earlier this year. 
But sources said Sawhill’s strong 
support on Capitol Hill and the need to 
maintain continuity in the energy job 
outweighed opposition in the White 
House to the deputy administrator. 


Nevertheless, there was intense 
White House debate over whether 
Sawhill should get the job, in view of 
his outspoken nature. 
Although Simon will be maintaining 
a strong interest in energy policy at the 
Treasury, he will not be named an 
assistant to the President, as was his 
predecessor, George P. Shultz.

CINCINNATI, Ohio 
(A P )- The 
Cincinnati Zoo now holds the world 
record for lowland gorilla births 
thanks to two gorilla couples “ who are 
deeply in love.” 
The seventh birth was recorded 
Monday when Penelope and King Tut 
became the parents of a three-pound, 
11-ounce female. 
An eighth arrival is expected within 
the month from mother-to-be Mahari 
and her beau Hatari. 
The newborn gorilla was im­ 
mediately abandoned by her mother, 
and zoo director Ed Maruska credited 
two on-duty college students with 
saving the young animal’s life. 
The unnamed gorilla’s chances of 
survival are good, Maruska said. 
The birth gave Cincinnati un­ 
disputed claim for the most lowland 
gorilla births. Basel, Switzerland, had 
shared the record with six. 
“ We’re running out of room,” said 
Maruska. “ We’ve filled the gorilla 
house and now we’re working on the 
lion house,” he laughed. 
An open-roofed rain forest building 
is planned for the fastgrowing family. 


Maruska said he has received 
requests from “ all over the country” 
from other zoos interested in pur­ 
chasing a pair of young breeding 
gorillas. 
The value of the animals has risen 
sharply since the United States placed 
a moratorium on importing gorillas.

The General Assembly has ad­ 
journed for an Easter and primary 
election break. All 99 House seats and 
17 seats in the Senate are up for 
election. The legislature will convene 
again on May 14th to wrap up the 
remaining work of the 110th General 
Assembly. 
Legislation on no-fault insurance, 
regulation of abortion, and landlord 
and tenants rights will probably be 
considered at that time.

representatives and senators, will 
consider an emergency request for $1 
million to begin cleanup and repair 
work at Central State University. 
A majority of the controlling board 
members have expressed their sup­ 
port for the release of funds. 
The situation requires us to act now 
before further damage occurs. Many 
of the Central State buildings are 
without roofs; walls are collapsed, 
windows are broken, and utilities are 
inoperable. The Sate Architect’s office 
is working on an engineering report 
that will give us a more complete 
picture of the total damage on a 
building-by-building basis, but for the 
present, we must get underway with 
emergency repairs. 
The funds are to be used to clean up 
the buildings and grounds to protect 
the safety of people; to restore the 
utilities as necessary and to take 
whatever action is required to protect 
the contents of the buildings’ fur­ 
nishings, equipment and supplies. 
The $1 million is to be made 
available from appropriations made to 
Central State University in the 1974-75 
biennial capital improvements act. 


I have mentioned in earlier weeks 
how Ohioans stricken by the tornadoes 
or strong winds could apply for 
emergency financial help from the 
state. Since this is such an important 
item, I would like to detail these 
procedures again. 
The Ohio Department of Public 
Welfare, through county welfare 
departments, offers Immediate Need 
Assistance to families and individuals 


who need 
help 
in 
repairing 
or 
replacing homes, furniture, and other 
belongings as a result of disaster. The 
assistance is available to all Ohioans, 
regardless of eligibility for other 
welfare programs, who can show need 
created through no fault of their own. 
Applications for Immediate Need 
Assistance are taken at all county 
welfare department offices in Ohio. 
The program covers three main 
categories of applicants: 
1. Family Emergency — Provides 
financial and medical assistance to 
families with children under age 21 
regardless of whether the family 
meets requirements for continuing 
help through the Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC) program. 
2. Pending Adult — Provides 
financial and medical aid to physically 
handicapped and other persons whose 
needs are not being met by other 
government agencies such as Veterans 
Administration or Social Security. 
3. Supplemental Emergency — 
Helps individuals and families already 
receiving public assistance who meet 
with an unexpected emergency for 
which immediate aid is needed.

are 
essentially 
three 
eligibility requirements an applicant 
must show : 
1. A need immediate enough that 
help cannot be delayed without risking 
severe consequences. 
2. Applicant lacks sufficient funds to 
meed immediate needs. 
3. Need did not arise because ap­ 
plicant turned down legitimate op­ 
portunity for employment.

Forty-six per cent of those surveyed 
said they believed Dean more than 
Nixon, contrasting sharply with 38 per 
cent who attributed more credibility to 
Nixon in a poll last July. 


In last month’s poll, 29 per cent said 
they believed Nixon more than Dean, 
the ousted White House counsel, and 25 
per cent said they were not sure. 


Last July, 37 per cent believed 
Dean’s testimony and 25 per cent were 
not sure whom they believed. 
The latest poll was conducted March 
24 to 29 among a cross-section of 1,495 
adults. 
In answer to a question whether they 
believed Dean’s charge that Nixon 
knew about the Watergate cover-up, 52 
per cent said last month they believed 
Dean. Last July, 50 per cent said they 
believed Dean’s charge was true. 
Republican and Southerners think 
Nixon is more truthful than Dean, 
Harris said. Among white Protestants 
over 50 years old, Dean and Nixon 
believers were evenly divided. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Potential 
anticancer drugs that already have 
passed the safety and side-effects 
screening and are in use to combat 
tumors in mice will be evaluated in the 
next two years by Battelle Memorial 
Institute.

Com m issioners Announce 
Plans To Purchase Hom e 


Pickaway County Commissioners 
announced Monday that part of the 
funds from the sale of the Bowsher 
Estate farm in Saltcreek Twp. will be 
used to purchase Hedges Home for 
Boys located on South Court Street. 
The farm was willed to the county 
and money from its sale was to be used 
for the children’s home and for care 
for the elderly. Another farm in the 
estate located in Pickaway Twp. was 
willed to Berger Hospital. Both were 
sold at public auction Saturday. 
The children’s home east of town on 
Route 22 is no longer used by the 
county. It was condemned several 
years ago by state authorities. 
However, the county does operate a 
home for girls on East Main Street 
which it owns and Hedges Home on 
South Court for boys which it leases 
from the Berger Hospital board of 
governors. 
The farm in Saltcreek Twp. was 
purchased at public auction by George 
Seimer at $550 per acre. It contains 157 
acres. Commissioners said they have 
not determined how they will allocate 
the part of the purchase price which is 
to be used for care for the elderly. 
The Pickaway Twp. farm was sold to 
Charles Kreisel at $930 an acre. 
Funds from the sale of this 155 acre 
farm will be used for the proposed 
addition to the hospital. 
In other business Monday afternoon, 
commissioners discussed a proposed 
multi-county solid waste disposal plan 
with 
Thoburn 
Blaney, 
county 
sanitarian. 
Blaney said plans for this new 
concept in solid waste disposal have 
been tentatively approved by both 
FHA and EPA. 
“ Everybody wants to see this 
project get off the ground so it may be 
used as a pilot project for other solid 
waste disposal systems,’’ Blaney told 
the commissioners. 


Counties that have been interested in 
this plan include Pickaway, Fayette, 
Ross. Pike and Scioto. Blaney said it is 
so designed that it can be initiated as 
soon as any one of the interested 
counties is ready. He noted that at the 
present Pickaway and Fayette seem 
the most interested. 
He asked commissioners to set a 
date to meet with the engineer so the 
plan can be fully explained. Com­ 
missioners suggested a joint meeting 
with Fayette County commissioners 
might be a good idea at this stage of 
the plan and told him they would set a 
date after talking with them. 
Blaney noted the landfill operation 
on the Bill Barthelmas Farm in Wayne 
Twp. does have a limited capacity.

Oil Com panies 


LEXINGTON, Ky. (A P) - Con­ 
sumer advocate Ralph Nader has 
accused the major oil companies of 
irresponsibility and collusion in 
fostering what he termed a phony 
energy crisis, by reducing the supply 
of fuel and raising the price of oil and 
gasoline. 
He called for a national energy 
policy to protect the consumer rather 
than to benefit the oil companies. 
Speaking at the University of

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—Despite an 
estimated 
$30 million 
in tornado 
damages, 
Central State University 
hopes to be totally functioning next 
September. 
The damage estimate, which had 
ranged as high as $70 million, was 
placed on the facility 
Monday by 
James A. Norton, chancellor of the 
Ohio Board of Regents. 
Norton appeared before the State 
Controlling Board to gain release of $1 
million in emergency repair funds. 
The release was granted quickly. 
Norton said the school would not be 
back to normal when it reopens “ but 
hopefully (it will be) very serviceable 
to the students." 
He estimated that $20 million will be 
reimbursed by federal disaster funds. 
He said another $10 million would 
come from already approved capital 
expenditures for the school. 
Forty-four buildings were damaged 
by the tornado, which first struck 
nearby Xenia. Norton said 16 of the 
structures would be razed, while 28 
could be restored. 
Henry Whitcomb, fiscal officer for 
the Board of Regents, said he would 
probably be coming before the con­ 
trolling board for an additional $2 or 
$2.5 million advance. “ The federal 
government has been pouring help in 
there,’’ he said. He estimated it would 
cost “ two to three times as much” to 
construct buildings today that could 
withstand tornado damages, which the 
older campus structures did. 
The board also released $512,836 to 
pay the Ohio National Guard for 
personnel costs on tornado duty April 
3-10. The guard plans to remain on 


duty until Friday. 
A spokesman for the Ohio adjutant 
general’s office said there would be no 
federal 
reimbursement, except to 
rebuild two armories in the area 
“ practically destroyed” by the tor­ 
nado.

AKRON, Ohio (A P )- B .F. Goodrich 
plans to spend $150 million this year 
and the same amount next year on 
capital expansion projects, the firm 
said Monday in announcing first- 
quarter earnings.

manufacturing for the first time in 
recent history. 
Net income for the first three months 
totaled $14.98 million or $1.01 per share 
on sales of $442.72 million, compared 
with the equivalent 1973 period’s 
earnings of $13.38 million or 89 cents 
per share on sales of $390.41 million. 
The comparison of sales with 
general U.S. production covered the 
period from the fourth quarter of 1970 
to the last quarter last year, the 
spokesman said. He said Goodrich 
domestic sales increased 49 per cent, 
compared with the 24 per cent growth 
in U.S. manufacturing output. 
He added that manufacturing 
growth usually outdistanced the firm’s 
sales advance but that company sales 
usually plunged more rapidly when the 
economy headed downward over-all.

Leads Quiet Life

BETHESDA, Md. (AP) - Herbert 
A. Philbrick, the counterspy famous 
for leading “ Three Lives,” is spending 
his fourth life in this quiet Washington 
suburb. 
“ Who am I today?” asks the 59-year- 
old Philbrick, then answers, “ Just an 
ordinary citizen.” 
It is just 25 years since Philbrick 
made a surprise court appearance in 
Boston and testified against 11 alleged 
Communists conspirators. All were 
convicted and spent spent five years in 
jail, although the high court later 
threw out the Smith Act, under which 
they were convicted. The court ruled 
that an overt act of conspiracy was 
needed, not just talk. 
And the public became aware of 
Philbrick’s three lives as citizen, 
Communist, and F B I counterspy. 
“ It was like a thunderbolt in the 
courtroom when I walked in, since four 
of the 11 knew me personally,” 
Philbrick recalled in an interview. And

But the furor seems far removed 
from the brick colonial house where 
Philbrick now lives with his 31-year- 
old second wife, Shirley. 


“ I ’m just like everybody else,” he 
said with a grin. And he looks the part. 
He now runs a small weekly newsletter 
and printing shop. 
Cashing in on the Philbrick name is 
not his style. In fact, he says he finds 
the name can be a hindrance. 
He says when he talks with people on 
Capitol Hill to get material for his 
newsletter, they often ask if he is 
related to the famous Philbrick. 
“ I always say, ‘Yes, I’m related,’ 
without explaining any more,” he said. 
“ Otherwise you get into a two-hour 
discussion about how it was back then. 
I ’d never get any work done.” 
So his phone is unlisted, his business 
cards carry just his company’s name, 
and even plane tickets are bought 
under an alias. 
Eventually, he says, the family will 
move back to New England. 
That’s where he spent nine years 
gathering evidence on “ youth coun­ 
cils” and other Communist-front 
groups. 
“ Communism 
is much stronger 
today as part of the whole world 
movement,” he says. “ It’s a religion. 
Like good Christians figure they’re 
going to heaven, every good Marxist- 
Leninist figures he’s going to win.” 
N iger Arm y Chief Claim s 
Famine Brought Takeover 


LAGOS, Nigeria (A P) — The army 
chief of staff in drought-ravaged Niger 
says he deposed President Hamani 
Diori to relieve “ the catastrophic 
situation” in the poor, black African 
country, Radio Niamey reported. 
“ The army had to take its re­ 
sponsibilities,” Lt. Col. Seyni Kountie 
said in a broadcast Monday from 
Niamey, Niger’s capital. “ We could 
not remain with our arms folded” 
when the people were no longer 
assured a meal a day. 
He said Diori’s administration, in 
office ever since the country achieved 
independence from France in 1960, 
was guilty of “ injustice, corruption, 
selfishness and indifference.” 
There were no reports of violence 
during the takeover. Radio Niamey 
said calm prevailed and the 2,500-man 
army was in “ full control.” 
The Niger radio did not say what had 
happened to Diori. But the French 
state television network in Paris said 
Kountie told it in a telephone interview 
that the president and his family were 
under house arrest and were “ being 
well treated.” 
Niger, a landlocked country of 4.2 
million nomads and small farmers, is 
the 15th black African country south of 
the Sahara to come under military’ 
rule. It is one of Africa’s poorest coun­ 
tries and has been one of those hit 
hardest by the murderous, six-year 
drought in West Africa below the 
Sahara. Thousands have died, and 
millions of head of livestock have been 
destroyed. 
Little is known of Kountie, a 43-year-

The chief of staff announced that the 
constitution was suspended, the 
National Assembly dissolved and all 
political organizations suppressed.

Israel was retaliating for the attack 
by three Arab guerrillas the day before 
on the town of Qiryat Shmonah in 
which 18 Israelis and the three Arabs 
were killed. 
Foreign Minister Fouad Naffa of 
Lebanon told the 15-member council 
Israel would react with “indifference 
and contempt" to a condemnation. 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy accused Israel of endangering 
the fragile Middle East truce by its 
actions in lebanon and on the Syrian 
front. 


Israel must choose between war 
and peace," he said. 
Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 
replied that lebanon must “ prevent 
the use of its territory for attacks 
against Israel." 


If the lebanese government per­ 
mits Lebanon to become a lawless 
gangland, it is obvious that its neigh­ 
bors will treat it as a gangland," he 
declared. 
A spokesman for the United States, 
Israel’s traditional ally, told newsmen 
that any condemnation of Israel must 


be balanced by a condemnation of 
Palestinian terrorism. 
Meanwhile, Israeli and Syrian forces 
on the Golan Heights, after close 
combat and Israeli air attacks Sunday, 
returned to the artillery exchanges 
that have characterized most of the 
fighting there in the past month.

It said the in­ 
dustry generally complied very well 
with the administration’s price control 
programs of the past 2Vz years and 
that profitability of food retailers only 
began to recover last year after a 
general decline from 1969 through 1972. 
The council said of the $18 billion 
increase in consumer food ex­ 
penditures last year, $12 billion went 
directly to pay for rising farm prices, 
$5.9 billion for higher costs of such 
items as transportation, wages and 
taxes, with only $100 million of the 
increase going to the food industry. 
Still subject to the administration’s 
price control is much of the food 
manufacturing industry, including 
bakeries, the dairy industry, the cereal 
industry and processors of frozen 
foods. The canning industry was 
decontrolled previously. 
Only a few major industries remain 
subject to controls with only two weeks 
to go in the controls program. 
The decontrol of the retail and 
wholesale food industry freed from 
wage controls about 2.5 million em­ 
ployes in the food industry.

For Ohio Offices 
Disclose Finances

Major candidates for statewide 
office in the May primary made in­ 
come tax day 1974 the day to disclose 
their past financial histories. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan, a candidate 
for re-election; U.S. Sen. Howard 
Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, and John Glenn, 
candidates 
for the 
Democratic 
nomination for U.S. Senate, unveiled 
their 1973 incomes Monday. 
In other political news, Rep. Charles 
Fry, R-75 Springfield, a candidate for 
the 
Republican 
nomination 
for 
governor, proposed a public school 
financing plan modeled after a 
Michigan system. 7 
Jam es Nolan, an opponent of 
Gilligan 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination, urged the governor to 
return a “ whopping surplus" collected 
from income taxes, unused parochial 
aid funds and interest on unspent funds 
to the people. 
Nolan estimated the state has a $326 
million surplus in its treasury in the 
first nine months of fiscal 1974. Nolan 
recommended the funds be channeled 
to schools to avoid additional school 
tax levies. 
Fry, who is running against former 
Gov. James Rhodes and Columbiana 
County Engineer Bert Dawson Jr., 
said the Michigan plan provides that 
the state add enough money to each 


mill of a school district’s property tax 
to assure $40 per mill for each pupil, a 
statewide minimum. 
Fry said Ohio’s current system, 
initiated in 1935, is too complex for 
legislators, school officials and the 
public to understand. 
Gilligan said he and his wife earned 
$45,875 last year and paid federal in­ 
come taxes of $11,501. Metzenbaum 
disclosed that he and his wife paid 
federal taxes of $50,422 on a taxable 
income of $372,194. Glenn said he paid 
$29,074 taxes on earnings of $119,275 for 
him and his wife. 
“ I have stated repeatedly that five 
years ago I would have considered a 
request to make public my personal 
financial records an invasion of my 
privacy," Gilligan said in a statement. 
“ But in light of the scandals at all 
levels of government in recent 
years . . . I now feel that the invasion 
of privacy is warranted if the people of 
the state and this nation are to regain 
their faith in their elected and ap­ 
pointed leaders," he said. 
Glenn renewed his attacks on 
Metzenbaum for withholding his in­ 
come tax returns for earlier years. 
Glenn made a lengthy disclosure of his 
own tax returns earlier this year. 
Metzenbaum contends he has revealed 
more of his finances than any other 
U.S. senator. 
Nixon Actions Unite Opposition 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Judiciary Committee resumes its 
impeachment inquiry next week with 
its 
Democratic 
majority 
and 
Republican minority more united than 
ever, thanks largely to the White 
House. 
Always in danger of being un­ 
dermined by party-line squabbling, the 
panel gained new unity in the resent­ 
ment shared by most of its members 
over White House handling of the re­ 
quest for tape recordings of 42 
presidential conversations. 
“There is a loyalty to the House as 
well as a loyalty to the party," says 
Rep. Hamilton Fish, R-N.Y. “ But the 
administration doesn’t seem to under­ 
stand that." 
Another factor in the current 
bipartisan spirit within the committee 
has been the work of Chairman Peter 
W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., whose handling 
of impeachment inquiry disputes has 
won praise from members of both 
parties. 
Both unifying influences were at 
work last Thursday when the com­ 
mittee voted 33-3 to subpoena the tapes 
after waiting in vain since Feb. 25 for 


the White House to deliver them. 
Although angry enough to support a 
subpoena vote, most Republican 
members favored one calling for only 
partial delivery of the 42 tapes when 
the meeting began. They were thrown 
into confusion when White House 
lawyer James St. Clair, hoping to 
avoid a subpoena, telephoned an offer 
to deliver some tapes, but not all. 
After urging support for St. Clair’s 
offer, the Republicans learned to their 
embarrassment he would not put it in 
writing and they dropped it. 
Rodino’s willingness to compromise 
also has healed the most serious 
breach yet threatened in the com­ 
mittee, on the role of St. Clair, as 
Nixon’s counsel, in the inquiry. 


With that attitude, he has opposed 
the idea put forward by the White 
House and the committee Republicans 
that St. Clair should have a right to 
participate fully in the committee’s 
activities, calling his own witnesses, 
presenting his own evidence, and 
cross-examining other witnesses. 
The zeal with which the Republicans 
have supported the idea is only partly 


based on their desire to see that Nixon 
is treated fairly. 
It also stems from disappointment 
among many of them in Albert Jenner, 
chief minority counsel of the im­ 
peachment staff. They had expected 
him to reflect a Republican viewpoint 
in the investigation but he has worked 
closely with Doar and joined him in all 
major staff decisions. 
Uncertain how vigorously Jenner 
will challenge facts gathered by the 
staff that could damage Nixon, the 
Republicans want St. Clair to do the 
job. 
Faced with determined Republican 
opposition and a split in his own par­ 
ty’s ranks over the issue, Rodino 
yielded last week and agreed in 
principle to 
much 
of what 
the 
Republicans are asking. The details 
will be worked out after the committee 
returns next week. 
It is likely St. Clair’s role will be 
more 
restricted

Republicans want, as Rodino tries to 
strike a balance between the need to 
preserve the constitutional purity of

Peterson, in contrast, urges cutting 
the energy growth rate to no more than 
1.8 per cent.

Armstrong, Collins In Collision 


Beginning May I, new minimum 
wage laws involving both salary in­ 
creases and extended coverage will 
apply to over 56 million workers in the 
country. 


The minimum wage changes are the 
product of three years of debate in 
Congress, most of it centering on how 
much to increase the minimum wage, 
how long it would take to go into effect, 
who would be covered by it and 
whether the youth differential would 
be retained or not. A primary factor in 
all of these considerations was the 
impact these changes would have on 
the economy and how best to deal with 
inflation in the process. 


There is no question that inflation 
was a major reason for wanting to 
increase the minimum wage in the 
first place. The cost-of-living has 
jumped by leaps and bounds since the 
last wage increase and those workers 
under the minimum wage have been 
caught in an economic vise squeezing 
more and more real purchasing power 
out of their dollars. 
As a result, the new law will raise the 
minimum wage to an ultimate figure 
of $2.30 for all employees covered by it. 
The 
increases 
will 
take 
effect 
gradually with increments on a yearly 
basis. Specifically, most workers 
salaries would be raised to $2.00 an 
hour on May 1st. This includes all 
nonagricultural workers who were 
covered by the minimum wage act 
prior to the 1966 amendments. On 
January 1,1975, their paychecks would 
be upped to $2.10 per hour and on 
January I, 1976, they would reach the 
$2.30 an hour limit.

amendments would get $1.90 per hour 
initially on May 1,1974 and would have

subsequent raises to $2.00, $2.20 and 
$2.30 an hour on January 1st of the next 
three years. 
In the category of workers newly 
covered by these 1974 amendments are 
federal, state and local employees, 
retail 
and 
service 
em ployees, 
dom estic 
service 
or 
household 
workers, conglomerate employees (in 
agriculture), telegraph agency em­ 
ployees, motion picture theater em­ 
ployees, logging em ployees, and 
shade-grown 
tobacco 
processing 
employees. Roughly, this amounts to 
an additional 6.9 million workers 
covered by minimum wage legislation. 


Agricultural 
em ployees 
under 
minimum wage legislation would 
receive a new salary of $1.60 on May 
1st. In addition, they would enjoy 20 
cents per hour increments on January 
1st of each of the next three years, 
ultimately getting $2.30 per hour by 
January I, 1978. 
The new law also makes some 
changes in 
the 
em ploym ent 
of 
students. Full-time students can be 
employed at wage rates less than those 
prescribed in the law in retail and 
service establishments, agriculture, 
and institutions of higher education at 
which they are enrolled. The law 
stipulates that they may be employed 
at a wage rate of not less than 85 
percent of the applicable minimum 
wage rate or $1.60 per hour, whichever 
is higher. A special certificate from 
the Department of I^abor would be 
needed by the employer to hire 
students in this manner, however, 
which would acknowledge the em­ 
ploye’s intent to work the students on a 
part-time basis not exceeding 20 hours 
in any workweek except during 
vacation periods. The employer would 
also have to show that hiring students 
at lower wages would not create 
“substantial probability of reducing 
the 
full-time 
em ploym ent 
op­ 
portunities’’ for other workers. The 
number of student workers allowed in 
retail or service establishments would 
be limited to the proportion applicable 
to the establishment in the preceding 
year, the maximum proportion to 
which the establishment was ever 
entitled or a proportion equal to IO 
percent of its 
total 
workforce, 
whichever is greater. An employer 
who hires four students or less at a 
subminimum wage, however, could do 
so without following the traditional 
precertification 
process 
and 
educational 
institutions could also 
employ their own students without 
having to follow this procedure. 
It has been eight years since the 
minimum wage has been increased 
and these new raises are a matter of 
simple justice for the millions of 
Americans covered by it. The changes 
are long overdue but hopefully now 
they will bring the salaries of these 
workers to a more realistic economic 
level. 


Alex dutifully halted his car at the 
stop sign. At that point, which was 
about 30 feet back from the corner, his 
vision of the intersection was blocked 
by some high bushes. Nevertheless, he 
moved briskly into the crossing. 


Result: a collision with a car coming 
along the other street. 
Was Alex guilty of negligence? He 
insisted that he was not, pointing out in 
a court hearing that he had brought his 
car to a full stop at the sign. 


“That’s all the law requires,” he 
said. “I stopped, looked, and listened 
at the designated place.” 


But the court found him guilty of 
negligence anyhow. The court said a 
“blind” corner imposes an extra duty 
on motorists—regardless of stop signs 
or traffic signals—to proceed with 
caution. 
The law does recognize, however, 
that caution is a matter of degree. For 
example: 
Another man also entered an in­ 
tersection that he could not see 
because of shrubbery. But this time, 
the man edged forward at a snail’s 
pace, glancing in both directions. Even 
though he still got in the way of an 
oncoming car and caused a collision, a 
court ruled afterward that he could not 
be held legally liable. 
“The law does not require the im­ 
possible,” said the court. “One cannot 
be held guilty of negligence because he 
is unable to see through impenetrable 
objects or to bend his vision around 
them.” 
What about the responsibility for 
making the intersection blind in the 
first place? Unless a special statute so 
provides, the local government or­ 
dinarily cannot be held liable for this 
kind of hazard. 
However, courts have occasionally 
placed the blame on a private property 
owner who has brought such an ob­ 
struction into existence. Liability has 
been based on the theory that the 
condition of his prem ises could 
foreseeably cause som e luckless 
motorist, some day, to get hurt.

Heed The Warnings 


Hundreds dead, property 
damage into the high millions, 
small towns ail but obliterated 
from the map. This is the

numerous states of the South 
and Midwest subjected a third 
of the nation to the onslaught of 
one of nature's more vicious 
outbursts. 
Caring for human injuries is 
the first order of business 


following a disaster of this 
magnitude, followed by

replacing material losses. An 
equally im portant priority, 
however, should be placed on 
the only real defense against 
tornadoes: adequate warnings 
and giving heed to the warn­ 
ings. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice had warnings out in ad­ 
vance in most places touched 
by the tornadoes.

Is it possible to have gall bladder 
disease without gall stones? I have just 
had X-rays and no stones were seen. 
Mrs. H. M B., Fla. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
The gall bladder, like all other 
organs of the body, can become in­ 
fected and inflamed. 
In most instances this condition, 
known as cholecystitis, is caused by 
the irritation of a small stone. When 
once the tiny tubes leading to and from 
the gall bladder are irritated, the 
lining becomes swollen and the 
passage of bile is interfered with. 
Pain is probably the most out­ 
standing symptom of this condition. 
The pain, normally located in the right 
upper portion of the abdomen, may 
radiate to the shoulder and to the back. 
The severe pain may simulate a 
variety of conditions which must all be 
ruled out before the gall bladder can 
positively be identified as the culprit. 
Disease of the liver, the stomach and 
even pneumonia and heart disease 
may be confused with this difficult 
diagnosis. 
X-ray studies with dyes can show 
evidence of gall bladder infection, 
even in the absence of stones.

NEW YORK (AP) - The outcry 
against those big oil company profits 
illustrates the public doubts about the 
established ethics and goals of 
business and the slow, frustrating 
search for something new. 
Isn’t it the goal of business to make 
money? Every last nickel it can earn 
within the law? Until the game rules 
are changed it can be argued that to do 
so is the responsibility of corporate 
officers to shareholders. 
But off and on for the past few 
decades the country has showed little 
faith in that philosphy. During the past 
weekend 
Commerce 
Secretary 
Frederick Dent said: 
“If everyone rushes to grab every 
fast nickel, the inflation fires will be 
ignited anew and there will be a cer­ 
tain and volatile reaction from 
Congress and the people.” 
Dent was referring to the removal of 
Phase 4 price restraints April 30, but 
neither he nor anyone 
else has 
declared what should be the new crite­ 
rion of corporate performance. If not 
profits, what? 
One of the problems, it seems, is 
bigness itself. Another is shortages. 
Bigness has long been feared in the 
United States because of the dangers 
of monopoly. But is it possible for 
sm all companies to compete in­ 
ternationally with the European and 
Japanese giants? Unlikely. 
Is it lair tor a company to profit from 
shortages? The old supply-demand law 
is that prices rise when demand ex­ 
ceeds supply. But can it apply in an 
age 
of 
pervasive 
and 
critical 
shortages? 
A curious, shortage-related problem 
involves the dichotomy of thought that 
must be assumed by some corporate 
officers, such as in oil companies and 
utilities, in telling customers not to buy 
their product. 
If it isn’t the duty of a company to 
sell as much as it can and make as 
much profit as it can, then what is its 
duty? The need for an answer is 
pressing; forthcoming, it would 
relieve much confusion. 
Various businessmen, government 
officials, academecians and others 
have probed this endlessly deep 
question, but a consensus hasn’t yet 
been developed. What agreem ent 
there is appears to be this: 
A corporation’s duty is to make 
money for stockholders and workers 
but only if in the process it can also be 
a good corporate citizen. 
The requirement isn’t that it merely 
operate within the law, in regard to 
ecology and fair wages and working 
conditions, but that it promote the good 
of the community in ways that aren’t 


immediately remunerative. 
That is, the structure of the cor­ 
poration can be called upon for more 
than profits and wages; it can also 
improve health, solve urban problems, 
provide education, offer retirement 
security.

Com plete Law Program 
Juvenile Cases Include IO Buckeye Mart Thefts 


Claude Kifer, A. W. Marion Park 
Ranger and Steven Flack, Deercreek 
Reservoir Park Ranger, Friday, 
completed Ohio’s most extensive 
training program in law enforcement 
and state park operation offered to 
park employes. 
The eight-week training couse, 
conducted by the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources, “ marks the first 
time in Ohio history that rangers have 
been given thorough, professional 
instruction to prepare them for the 
demands of their jobs,” said Natural 
Resources Director William B. Nye. 


According to Nye, the program is a 
direct response to Governor John J. 
Gilligan’s mandate that state em­ 
ployes be provided the best possible 
training for the positions they fill. 
The rangers, all employes of DNR’s 
division of parks and recreation, 
received 360 hours of both academic 
and physical training. 
The course work consisted of more 
than 
50 subjects, 
including com­ 
munications, enforcement techniques, 
juvenile problems, narcotics, search 
and 
rescue 
procedures, 
human 
relatons, public relations, self-defense 
and environmental education. 
“ The increasing number of people 


visiting our state parks has brought 
with it a corresponding increase in the 
number of problems that rangers 
encounter in the day-to-day operation 
of the parks,” Nye said. “ That is why it 
is imperative to set up a structured 
training 
program 
designed 
specifically for park rangers. 


The course was conducted at the 
I ,ake Hope Environmental Resource 
Center in Zaleski State Forest. 
Two more training sessions are 
scheduled for the remainder of Ohio’s 
full-time park rangers, and the course 
will then be conducted annually to 
train new rangers. 
The program is being funded by a 
$59,000 federal grant allocated by the 
U .S. Justice Departm ent’s Law 
E n f o r c e m e n t 
A s s i s t a n c e 
Administration plus $21,000 in state 
funds to pay salaries and provide 
equipment and supplies for a project 
director and four park district coor­ 
dinators. 
“ State funds for the training 
program were made possible by the 
state income tax,” Nye said. “ I think 
people will agree the money is well- 
spent. I know the rangers had an op­ 
portunity to put their training to good 
use during the last days of the training

WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon plans to name John C Sawhill as 
the next federal energy chief to suc­ 
ceed William E. Simon, sources say.

December, will take over after Simon 
is named secretary of the Treasury, 
probably later this week. 
Simon, however, is expected to still 
keep his hand in energy policy, with 
Sawhill running day-to-day operations. 
Sawhill’s selection is somewhat of a 
surprise, especially because he con­ 
tradicted Nixon on the extent of the 
energy crisis after the President held a 
news conference earlier this year. 
But sources said Sawhill’s strong 
support on Capitol Hill and the need to 
maintain continuity in the energy job 
outweighed opposition in the White 
House to the deputy administrator. 


Nevertheless, there was intense 
White House debate over whether 
Sawhill should get the job, in view of 
his outspoken nature. 
Although Simon will be maintaining 
a strong interest in energy policy at the 
Treasury, he will not be named an 
assistant to the President, as was his 
predecessor, George P. Shultz. 


Sawhill, a native of Baltimore, came 
to the energy post from the Office of

Taft listed his adjusted gross income 
in 1972 as $392,753 and in 1971 as 
$145,537. 
He submitted the information to the 
Ohio Ethics Commission and Ohio 
secretary of state.

“ I have requested filing of this 
report since it seems to me to be 
proper to make it available to the 
public.” 
He said he earned $42,500 as a 
Congressman, and received $8,325 in 
honoraria, $32,709 in dividends and 
$25,559 in 1973. He said he deducted 
$37,645 from his gross income for char­ 
ities and other reasons. 
Taft estimated if he had filed a 
separate return from his wife, his 1973 
income tax would have been $38,168.

Animal Output Down, Prices Up

Total 
liveweight of meat animals produced 
on the nation’s fanns and ranches was 
down last year but the higher prices 
pushed the value of production to a 
record $26.3 billion, up from $19.7 
billion in 1972, says the Agriculture 
Department. 


As 
used 
by 
USHA, 
livestock 
“production” means the gains in 
liveweight of animals during a par­ 
ticular year. It includes new births and 
the weight gains of older animals. 
Thus, according to the department’s 
Crop 
Reporting Board, total 
1973 
output of cattle, calves, hogs, sheep 
and lambs was 62.5 billion pounds, 
compared with 63.3 billion in 1972. 


The figures represent last year s 
weight gains of stock kept on farms, 
feedlots and ranches plus the 1973 
added weights of animals marketed. 
For example, if a 600-pound steer 
on Jan. I, 1973 was sold later in the 
year at 1,000 pounds, it added 400 
pounds to the 1973 “production” total. 
The analysis also showed that cash 
receipts from livestock sales in 1973 
totaled a record $30.7 billion, up from 
$23.9 billion in 1972. That includes the 
“production” or weights of animals 
from 1972 and earlier years. 


In other words, using the same 
example, when a 1,000-pound steer was 
sold in 1973 its entire market value was 
included although 600 pounds of its 
weight was produced before Jan. I, 
1973. 


That is why the gross cash receipts 
of $30.7 billion in 1973 were shown to be 
sharply higher than last year’s $26.3 
billion “value of production” during 
the same time span. 


The report also illustrated what 
happened in the cattle business last 
year. Production of cattle and calves 
in 1973 actually was a record high of 
41.5 billion pounds, up about one per 
cent from 1972. But USDA said in 
earlier reports that beef output by 
slaughter plants dropped 6 per cent iii 
1973. 


Thus, statistically, the report in­ 
dicated what USDA experts have been 
saying all along: There is a buildup in

The legislature will convene 
again on May 14th to wrap up the 
remaining work of the 110th General 
Assembly. 


legislation on no-fault insurance, 
regulation of abortion, and landlord 
and tenants rights will probably be 
considered at that time.

Board,

representatives and senators, will 
consider an emergency request for $1 
million to begin cleanup and repair 
work at Central State University. 
A majority of the controlling board 
members have expressed their sup­ 
port for the release of funds. 
The situation requires us to act now 
before further damage occurs. Many 
of the Central State buildings are 
without roofs; walls are collapsed, 
windows are broken, and utilities are 
inoperable. The Sate Architect’s office 
is working on an engineering report 
that will give us a more complete 
picture of the total damage on a 
building-by-building basis, but for the 
present, we must get underway with 
emergency repairs. 
The funds are to be used to clean up 
the buildings and grounds to protect 
the safety of people; to restore the 
utilities as necessary and to take 
whatever action is required to protect 
the contents of the buildings’ fur­ 
nishings, equipment and supplies. 
The $1 million is to be made 
available from appropriations made to 
Central State University in the 1974-75 
biennial capital improvements act. 


I have mentioned in earlier weeks 
how Ohioans stricken by the tornadoes 
or strong winds could apply for 
emergency financial help from the 
state. Since this is such an important 
item, I would like to detail these 
procedures again. 
The Ohio Department of Public 
Welfare, through county welfare 
departments, offers Immediate Need 
Assistance to families and individuals 


who need 
help 
in 
repairing 
or 
replacing homes, furniture, and other 
belongings as a result of disaster. The 
assistance is available to all Ohioans, 
regardless of eligibility for other 
welfare programs, who can show need 
created through no fault of their own. 
Applications for Immediate Need 
Assistance are taken at all county 
welfare department offices in Ohio. 
The program covers three main 
categories of applicants: 
1. Family Emergency — Provides 
financial and medical assistance to 
families with children under age 21 
regardless of whether the family 
meets requirements for continuing 
help through the Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC) program. 
2. Pending Adult — Provides 
financial and medical aid to physically 
handicapped and other persons whose 
needs are not being met by other 
government agencies such as Veterans 
Administration or Social Security. 
3. Supplemental Emergency — 
Helps individuals and families already 
receiving public assistance who meet 
with an unexpected emergency for 
which immediate aid is needed.

essentially 
three 
eligibility requirements an applicant 
must show; 
1. A need immediate enough that 
help cannot be delayed without risking 
severe consequences. 
2. Applicant lacks sufficient funds to 
meed immediate needs. 
3. Need did not arise because ap­ 
plicant turned down legitimate op­ 
portunity for employment.

State Record 
For Gorillas 


CINCINNATI, Ohio 
(A P)— The 
Cincinnati Zoo now holds the world 
record for lowland gorilla births— 
thanks to two gorilla couples “ who are 
deeply in love.” 
The seventh birth was recorded 
Monday when Penelope and King Tut 
became the parents of a three-pound, 
11-ounce female. 
An eighth arrival is expected within 
the month from mother-to-be Mahari 
and her beau Hatari. 
The newborn gorilla was im­ 
mediately abandoned by her mother, 
and zoo director Ed Maruska credited 
two on-duty college students with 
saving the young animal’s life. 
The unnamed gorilla’s chances of 
survival are good, Maruska said. 
The birth gave Cincinnati un­ 
disputed claim for the most lowland 
gorilla births. Basel, Switzerland, had 
shared the record with six. 
“ We’re running out of room,” said 
Maruska. “ We’ve filled the gorilla 
house and now we’re working on the 
lion house,” he laughed. 
An open-roofed rain forest building 
is planned for the fastgrowing family. 


Maruska said he has received 
requests from “ all over the country” 
from other zoos interested in pur­ 
chasing a pair of young breeding 
gorillas. 
The value of the animals has risen 
.sharply since the United States placed 
a moratorium on importing gorillas. 
He estimated the value of the new 
arrival at $10,000. 
John Dean 
Credibility 
Rating Rises 


NEW YORK (AP) - John W. Dean 
III has more credibility in regard to 
the Watergate cover-up than President 
Nixon, according to a Harris poll taken 
last month. 


Forty-six per cent of those surveyed 
said they believed Dean more than 
Nixon, contrasting sharply with 38 per 
cent who attributed more credibility to 
Nixon in a poll last July. 


In last month’s poll, 29 per cent said 
they believed Nixon more than Dean, 
the ousted White House counsel, and 25 
per cent said they were not sure. 


Last July, 37 per cent believed 
Dean’s testimony and 25 per cent were 
not sure whom they believed. 
The latest poll was conducted March 
24 to 29 among a cross-section of 1,495 
adults. 
In answer to a question whether they 
believed Dean’s charge that Nixon 
knew about the Watergate cover-up, 52 
per cent said last month they believed 
Dean. I^ast July, 50 per cent said they 
believed Dean’s charge was true. 
Republican and Southerners think 
Nixon is more truthful than Dean, 
Harris said. Among white Protestants 
over 50 years old, Dean and Nixon 
believers were evenly divided. 


Battelle To Test 
Anticancer Drugs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Potential 
anticancer drugs that already have 
passed the safety and side-effects 
screening and are in use to combat 
tumors in mice will be evaluated in the 
next two years by Battelle Memorial 
Institute. 
The National Cancer Institute 
awarded a $3.8 million testing contract 
Monday to Battelle, and Dr. William 
Clarke, technical manager in the 
program, says anywhere from IO to 20 
drugs a year could be tested. 
“ They originate all across this 
country and throughout the world, so it 
just depends on how many get through 
the first screening system,” Clarke 
said. 
Scientists at Battelle will be working 
to identify the amount of each com­ 
pound necessary to stop a tumor from 
spreading without harming the in­ 
dividual, Clarke explained.

killing cells. We’re going to be trying to 
determine if we can change the 
structure of any of these compounds to 
minimize the loss of other (noncancer) 
cells,” he said. 
Some specific side effects the Bat­ 
telle experts will be on the lookout for 
include damaging effects on blood 
cells and gastrointestinal com­ 
plications — like nausea and vomiting, 
Clarke said. 
The post-mouse laboratory testing is 
known technically as toxicology, and 
the NCI’s laboratory of toxicology will 
monitor progress of the study. 
Battelle’s toxicology office in 
McLean, Va., also will be a part of the 
monitoring system, said Dr. Frank J. 
Rauscher, an NCI director. 
Clarke says although Battelle will be 
assigned the testing of all drugs sifted 
out of the mouse screening system, a 
good portion will be subcontracted. 
The number of subcontractor labs 
will depend on the number of drugs 
becoming available. Rauscher said 
studies on animals can take from one 
to three years, costing up to $150,000 
per compound. 
Any drugs that pass the Battelle 
investigations will go on to the Food 
and Drug Administration for approval 
for human use.

Commissioners Announce 
Plans To Purchase Home 


Pickaway County Commissioners 
announced Monday that part of the 
funds from the sale of the Bowsher 
Estate farm in Saltcreek Twp. will be 
used to purchase Hedges Home for 
Boys located on South Court Street. 
The farm was willed to the county 
and money from its sale was to be used 
for the children’s home and for care 
for the elderly. Another farm in the 
estate located in Pickaway Twp. was 
willed to Berger Hospital. Both were 
sold at public auction Saturday. 
The children’s home east of town on 
Route 22 is no longer used by the 
county. It was condemned several 
years ago by state authorities. 
However, the county does operate a 
home for girls on East Main Street 
which it owns and Hedges Home on 
South Court for boys which it leases 
from the Berger Hospital board of 
governors. 
The farm in Saltcreek Twp. was 
purchased at public auction by George 
Selmer at $550 per acre. It contains 157 
acres. Commissioners said they have 
not determined how they will allocate 
the part of the purchase price which is 
to be used for care for the elderly. 
The Pickaway Twp. farm was sold to 
Charles Kreisel at $930 an acre. 
Funds from the sale of this 155 acre 
farm will be used for the proposed 
addition to the hospital. 
In other business Monday afternoon, 
commissioners discussed a proposed 
multi-county solid waste disposal plan

Blaney said plans for this new 
concept in solid waste disposal have 
been tentatively approved by both 
FHA and EPA.

Nader Attacks 
O II Companies 


LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) - Con- 
sumer advocate Ralph Nader has 
accused the major oil companies of 
irresponsibility and collusion in 
fostering what he termed a phony 
energy crisis, by reducing the supply 
of fuel and raising the price of oil and 
gasoline. 
He called for a national energy 
policy to protect the consumer rather 
than to benefit the oil companies.

Central State Starts 
Rebuilding Campus 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Despite an 
estimated $30 million in tornado 
damages, Central State University 
hopes to be totally functioning next 
September. 
The damage estimate, which had 
ranged as high as $70 million, was 
placed on the facility Monday by 
James A. Norton, chancellor of the 
Ohio Board of Regents. 
Norton appeared before the State 
Controlling Board to gain release of $1 
million in emergency repair funds. 
The release was granted quickly. 
Norton said the school would not be 
back to normal when it reopens “but 
hopefully (it will be) very serviceable 
to the students.” 
He estimated that $20 million will be 
reimbursed by federal disaster funds. 
He said another $10 million would 
come from already approved capital 
expenditures for the school. 
Forty-four buildings were damaged 
by the tornado, which first struck 
nearby Xenia. Norton said 16 of the 
structures would be razed, while 28 
could be restored. 
Henry Whitcomb, fiscal officer for 
the Board of Regents, said he would 
probably be coming before the con­ 
trolling board for an additional $2 or 
$2.5 million advance. “The federal 
government has been pouring help in 
there,” he said. He estimated it would 
cost “two to three times as much” to 
construct buildings today that could 
withstand tornado damages, which the 
older campus structures did. 
The board also released $512,836 to 
pay the Ohio National Guard for 
personnel costs on tornado duty April 
3-10. The guard plans to remain on 


duty until Friday. 
A spokesman for the Ohio adjutant 
general’s office said there would be no 
federal reimbursement, except to 
rebuild two armories in the area 
“practically destroyed” by the tor­ 
nado.

AKRON, Ohio (AP)-B.F. Goodrich 
plans to spend $150 million this year 
and the same amount next year on 
capital expansion projects, the firm 
said Monday in announcing first- 
quarter earnings.

domestic sales outpaced general U.S. 
manufacturing for the first time in 
recent history. 
Net income for the first three months 
totaled $14.98 million or $1.01 per share 
on sales of $442.72 million, compared 
with the equivalent 1973 period’s 
earnings of $13.38 million or 89 cents 
per share on sales of $390.41 million. 
The comparison of sales with 
general U.S. production covered the 
period from the fourth quarter of 1970 
to the last quarter last year, the 
spokesman said. He said Goodrich 
domestic sales increased 49 per cent, 
compared with the 24 per cent growth 
in U.S. manufacturing output. 
He added that manufacturing 
growth usually outdistanced the firm’s 
sales advance but that company sales 
usually plunged more rapidly when the 
economy headed downward over-all.

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Herbert Philbrick 
Leads Quiet Life 


BETHESDA, Md. (AP) - Herbert 
A. Philbrick, the counterspy famous 
for leading “ Three Lives,” is spending 
his fourth life in this quiet Washington 
suburb. 
“ Who am I today?” asks the 59-year- 
old Philbrick, then answers, “ Just an 
ordinary citizen.” 
It is just 25 years since Philbrick 
made a surprise court appearance in 
Boston and testified against ll alleged 
Communists conspirators. All were 
convicted and spent spent five years in 
jail, although the high court later 
threw out the Smith Act, under which 
they were convicted. The court ruled 
that an overt act of conspiracy was 
needed, not just talk. 
And the public became aware of 
Philbrick’s three lives as citizen, 
Communist, and FBI counterspy. 
“ It was like a thunderbolt in the 
courtroom when I walked in, since four 
of the ll knew me personally,” 
Philbrick recalled in an interview. And

But the furor seems far removed 
from the brick colonial house where 
Philbrick now lives with his 31-year- 
old second wife.

“ I ’m just like everybody else,” he 
said with a grin. And he looks the part. 
He now runs a small weekly newsletter 
and printing shop. 
Cashing in on the Philbrick name is 
not his style. In fact, he says he finds 
the name can be a hindrance. 
He says when he talks with people on 
Capitol Hill to get material for his 
newsletter, they often ask if he is 
related to the famous Philbrick. 
“ I always say, ‘Yes, I’m related,’ 
without explaining any more,” he said. 
“Otherwise you get into a two-hour 
discussion about how it was back then. 
I’d never get any work done.” 
So his phone is unlisted, his business 
cards carry* just his company’s name, 
and even plane tickets are bought 
under an alias. 
Eventually, he says, the family will 
move back to New England. 
That’s where he spent nine years 
gathering evidence on “ youth coun­ 
cils” and other Communist-front 
groups. 
“ Communism is much stronger 
today as part of the whole world 
movement,” he says. “ Ifs a religion. 
Uke good Christians figure they’re 
going to heaven, every good Marxist- 
Leninist figures he’s going to win.” 
Niger Arm y Chief Claims 
Famine Brought Takeover 


LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — The army 
chief of staff in drought-ravaged Niger 
says he deposed President Hamani 
Diori to relieve “the catastrophic 
situation’’ in the poor, black African 
country, Radio Niamey reported. 
“ The army had to take its re­ 
sponsibilities,” Lt. Col. Seyni Kountie 
said in a broadcast Monday from 
Niamey, Niger’s capital. “ We could 
not remain with our arms folded” 
when the people were no longer 
assured a meal a day. 
He said Diori’s administration, in 
office ever since the country achieved 
independence from France in 1960, 
was guilty of “ injustice, corruption, 
selfishness and indifference.” 
There were no reports of violence 
during the takeover. Radio Niamey 
said calm prevailed and the 2,500-man 
army was in “ full control.” 
The Niger radio did not say what had 
happened to Diori. But the French 
state television network in Paris said 
Kountie told it in a telephone interview 
that the president and his family were 
under house arrest and were “ being 
well treated.” 
Niger, a landlocked country of 4.2 
million nomads and small farmers, is 
the 15th black African country south of 
the Sahara to come under military* 
rule. It is one of Africa’s poorest coun­ 
tries and has been one of those hit 
hardest by the murderous, six-year 
drought in West Africa below the 
Sahara. Thousands have died, and 
millions of head of livestock have been 
destroyed. 
Little is known of Kountie, a 43-year- 
old French-trained soldier who 
became chief of staff in 1973. 
The chief of staff announced that the 
constitution was suspended, the 
National Assembly dissolved and all 
political organizations suppressed. He 
said a supreme council of officers 
would be created soon to run the 
government and he imposed a dusk-to- 
dawn curfew.

Against Israel 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — The Egyptian 
press warned today that Egypt would 
use longrange missiles against Israel 
if the Jewish state escalated military 
operations against Syria and Lebanon. 
The editor of the sem iofficial 
newspaper Al Ahram, Aly Amin, said 
ground-to-ground missiles “ were 
among several other modem weapons 
we did not use during the October 
war.” 
Egypt, 
Amin 
noted, 
did 
not 
discharge a single soldier of its army 
following the October war. 
“ Egypt would not hesitate to resume 
fighting once again if Israel committed 
aggression against any Arab country,” 
Amin warned.

President Nixon is expected to return 
to Washington from an Easter holiday 
tonight for appearances this week 
before hemisphere diplomats and the

A spokesman said Nixon would be 
host at a black-tie, White House dinner 
Wednesday night for ministers of the 
Organization of American States. The 
OAS will open a ministerial meeting 
Thursday in Atlanta. 
On Thursday morning, Nixon will 
address the annual constitutional 
convention of the DAR at its 
Washington headquarters, his second 
such appearance as President. 
The President and Mrs. Nixon flew 
to their Florida home Friday af­ 
ternoon. Reportedly he has spent much 
of the time here relaxing with his 
family and with neighbor C. G. “ Bebe” 
Re bozo. 
The Florida White House said 
Monday that, as of last Saturday, 
Nixon had received gifts of $43,657 
from more than 5,000 persons who 
asked that he use the money to help 
pay some $467,000 in back federal 
income taxes and interest. 
While Nixon was described as 
“ heartened and moved” by the 
donations, the announcement said he 
ordered that all contributions be 
returned with thanks and that $2,581 in 
anonymous gifts be forwarded to the 
American Red Cross for relief work 
associated with last week’s tornadoes 
in the Midwest and South. 
The White House said the mail and 
telegram response to the President’s 
tax difficulties has run 50 to I in his 
favor.
